Sermou by Rev, FPowlek in the Methodist
Eplacopnl Chureh.

On Suniday evening the pastor of the
Meothodist Eplscopal churoh daliversd the
first of w courss of Sunday evening #er-
mons on feols,  The subjeot was **The Evo-
lution of & Fool' The toxt wae [rom
Romans; 1-22 ““Professing thamse!ves to be
wino they becamo fools' Evolution has
been proolsimed sx the lkst-born Buenjs-
min of modern science’” By this theory
it is proposed to oust God from his universe
whd to secount for its oxintence withont
him. DBul the stibetatioa of the evolution
theors e twenty-four centuries old.
Buddhs, the Hindu philosopher, was it
futhor, Darwin was itz step-father, COnoof
ite advountes justly defines it we “continn-
ons progressive chiange sooording to earisin
Inws nnd by means of resident forcos'’
Bot however men may specalate, the only
changes of which man has sny cérlain
knowiedge, and which are dus to "'resident
forces'” pxclusively, are not of & progres-
kive but relrogressive nalure. So Iar e
mentil and moral development are cou-
cerned the only product of evelution, pure
and simple, with which wo are faiiine i
tho fool, When man betomes so wise ae Lo
roly on resident forces exclusively, the
process of “*becoming'’ of which he is the
dubject end in a fuol eyery time, The
moral fool sie ted with & sufficient knowl-
odge of God. He hald the trath in un:
righteousness and o the “fool' simply
“hoeoame'—i, ¢. ovolved, The brightest
dehoiur in the world—the man who i fullest
of those resident forces which colleges are
supposod o bestow—will soon becomo s
fool If he depends upon “resident fortes,"
The purest saint—he who i= most fully
possassed of the truits of piritusl cultore—
will find if be relies on resident forces rx-
clugively, thas his “'continuous progressive
chunge'' will be downward and backward.
Whatevor may be the rovelstions of the
microstops und the speculations of the im-
awination the facts of human history de-
elare in unmistakeable languags that mare
evolutiotinry provesses are downward und
only downward and that continually ; and
that all upward movements are the rosult
of intelligant uifort, super-added to resiceat
resouroes and reinforced by exteronl in-
flusnces, To see the resulte of more evolu-
tion let w ¢hild be thrown on resident
rosources. Lot him cars tor himeolf from
birth—lot him est what he can get—lat him
learn what ba ¢an pick up—let bim read
what comes along—lot him follow his own
inclinations—and what hsave you got?
Will he evolve upward or downward? le
not the world cursed with multitudes of
such ovolutionsry monstrosities? Wasee
then cur dependence upon extarnal helps
and the importance of loyalty to the truth.
1t is only becsuse men do not like to retain
God in their knowledge “thal they become
valno in their imuginations and their foolish
henrt is darkened and, professing thuem-
solves to be wiso, that they becoma fools'!
The subject of the hext sermon of the
courss wiil be "The Theology of the Fuol."
